Hongkong, in common with 
many other centres, is at pre- 
sent engaged on the task. of 
studying the problem of nutti- 
tion, a committee having been 
appointed to investigate the sub- 
ject. “The. matter, is one ‘which 
recently. received attention, so 
far‘as Britnin is concerned, in 
the House of Lords, when Vis- 
count Astor stressed the urgency 
of the problem, pointing out that 
there are four and a half mil- 
lion people at Home who spend 
only four shillings a week on 

jfood: - The problem, it is con- 
ceded - by the British Advisory 
Committee on Nutrition, -is, in 
dis broadcast sense, one of Jack 
‘of purchasing power. If that is 
the case in Britain, how much 
more so is it in Hongkong, 
where so large a majority of the 
population live- ‘on the border- 
line of starvation? It has been 
asserted that, in this Colony, ig- 
norance on diet is almost as great 
a.factor as-poverty. ‘That is 
only true within limits. There 
can be no questioning the point 
that if the poverty-line income 
of the masses is spent in such 
& manner as to ensure that the 
essentials for proper nutrition 
shall -be included in their diet, 
children who at present ‘suffer 
from the ignorance- of their 
parents in these matters would 
greatly benefit. In this connee- 
tion, ‘a very useful work is. be- 


-|jng done by the Society for the 
.| Protection of Children, which 


not only stpplies some of these 


: essentials to the very poor,: but 
‘Valso gives advice to parents who 


may seek it, The-value of this 


- [effort is concedai, ‘but the. fact 


remains that there are. many 
thousands of people, “young, 
middle-aged ‘and ‘old, ‘in’ ‘this

Making the “Roadways of the 
Seven Seas” safe is another essential 
task which the British Navy bears

can Navy was largely dependent upon 


dhe British Admiralty for sts charts. |- 


He was rather lute jn the day com- 
plalning about the fact, for the British 
Navy has been making charts not 
only for’ the United States but for 
the world for over'a century. On the 
average 400,000 charts are produced 
each yenr, every maritime nation 
buys them, ‘and the Admiralty hos 
agents in every important port jn the 
world, : 

A special stat of surveying sloops 
Is always busy, four belng employed 
in the home Waters round our coasts 
and four in other parts of the world 


<The “Adniralty: for instance, is-Jend 


ing one of the sloops to the New 
Zealand Government to complete the 
surveying of the Dominton’s coasts 
begun by Captain Cook;-and in recent 
. years others have been working off 
the shores of South Africa, Labrador, 
the Red Sea, the West Indies, and the 
const of Chinn. : 
The shifting of sandbanks, the loca- 
tlon of new buoys, and the discovery 
, of obstacles, new rocks, and so on, arc 
always reported immediately. If 
necessary in the case of a wreck o 
warship Js sent to blow up_ the 
obstacle blocking a fnirway. From 
the hourly Information .finshed: out 
by the sloops the Admiralty draws 
‘up its Notices to Mariners, which are 
distributed at regular intervals, and 
they contain Information Impossible 
to. obtain. elsewhere. The most ur- 
gent data are broadcast by several 
stations round the consts of Britain.

3. —-The Interest so. claimed 
(which has since been paid) was 
then due under the bond but the 
principal was not ond never has been 
repayable on demand. : : 

4.—The respondent entered no 
appenrance to the writ within .the 
statutory elght days and on March 
13, 1936, the appellant ‘obtained 
formal leave in default of such ap- 
pearance to proceed to judgment and 
execution and on the same day judg- 
ment was duly entered for her..
